VOUCHER INVESTIGATION. 


The Ryan Committee Resumes Work 
This Morning. 


The Ryan Investigating Committee re- 
sumed its session this morning at 
10:30 o’clock in the committee room 
of the House of Delegates. The first witness 
called was the City Treasuer, Mr. Charles 
Scudder. 

Mr. Scudder

He 
called fora consultation, saw that there was 
a disagreement between the Comptroller 
and Auditor, learned that he had authority 
to sign it and did it. 

He had no official notification that there 
Wasa disagreement between these officials. 
He was informed indirectiy that the Auditor 
would not sign it. 

The committee has about concluded the in- 
vestigation and will make a report to the 
House at its next meeting.

At last our interest in South American 
affairs is fully aroused and American citi- 
zens are enlisting, as fast as they are ac- 
cepted, under the Brazilian flag to put 
down the rebellion. A crowd stands about 
the recruiting office in New York and ex- 
naval officers, naval reserve men and ex- 
perts in gunnery who have served in the 
navies of the ane States have been en- 
rolled. 

Though our American law provides, that 
every person who, within the territory or 
jurisdiction of the United States, enlists as 
these men are enlisting, shall be deemed 
guilty of high misdemeanor, and shall be 
fined not more than $1,000 and impris- 
oned not more than three years, the par- 
ties who have charge of the recruiting in- 
sist that they are doing nothing that is 
illegal, and that they may enlist as many 
men as they choose. 

Nothing could be more free and easy 
than this. What a blessing to ourselves 
and to foreign nations generally who may 
happen to have a war on their hands! 
Notwithstanding the beneficent high tariff, 
there are always a great many men out of 
employment in this country, and how bet- 
ter could we be rid of this unemployed 
surplus than by shipping it to for- 
eign parts where glory, if not large 
and prompt pay, may await it? 
Have we not ourselves sought strong 
arms and willing hearts in other lands 
when our national life was in peril? 

As to fining these Brazilian recruits 
$1,000 for violating our neutrality laws, it 
is not probable that any of them ever had

ANCIENT CIVILIZATION, 


Manners and Customs of Peopte 3,500 
Years Ago. 


From the Edinburgh Review. 

We have become possessed of certain very 
ingportant indications as to the early civili- 
zation of Palestine by means ot clay tablets. 
Not that the object so attained is altogether 
new or that it conflicts with that which has 
been deduced from yet earlier Egyptian rec- 
ords, It is well known to scholars that 
Thothmes III., when he defeated the league 
of Hittites and the Phoenicians at Megiddo in 
1600 B. C. (a century before Amenophis III. 


acceded), reaped a spoil which indicates 
the advanced civilization of Syria in- 
cluding not only the precious metals and 
chariots painted and plated, but also objects 
ofart having a high esthetic value; ; and that 
he found corn, wine and oil abundant in the 
country, and many hundreds of walied 
towns, in which were already temples of the 
gods. Such evidence has, however, been 
slightea by those who regard the Hebrews as 
savages, and who think that though placed 
in the very center of the ancient civilized 
world, between the Egyptians and the As- 
syrians, they were, nevertheless, unac- 
quainted with any arts and. uninfluenced by 
© surrounding culture. 

The new discoveries insist on quite another 
understanding of their ancient history. It is 
surely a lesson of humility that the modern 
student should learn from such discoveries. 
Voltaire was no doubt a writer of great 
originality and acumen, — argh from our 
present standpoint, wonderfu y ign orant of 
antiquity. He findsit hard to eve that 
Homer’s poems could have been written 
Gown before 500 B. O., and asserts that

Story of a Well Arranged Piot and Its 
Buccess—Davis’ Cofnession Implicat- 
ing the Hanna Brothers—Carried Off a 
Sate Farmer Chloroformed—Crimes.

CENTER Point, Ark., Nov. 10.—Muler 
Davies, white, was hanged to-day for the 
crime of murder committed near Chapel 
Hill, Sevier County, Oct. 24, 1992. Sheriff 
Callie Dollerhide, the man murdered, 
was a somewhat reckless and daring 
man. He was a fine pistol shot 
and the whole country stood in awe of him. 
He was brave, determined and bad Killed 
one man, an escaped convict, from Texas, 
who resisted arrest. He also wounded one 
of Davis’ brothers, who was with the con- 
vict, and some think for this reason Davis 
helped to murder Dollarhide. 

Davis was convicted mainly on his own 
confession. It was said that Dollarhide had 
sustained illicit relations with Miss Hardy 
Hanna and that he gave Davis $50 to marry 
her. The marriage took place only a short 
time before the killing. 

Davis and two Hanna boys, brothers of 
Davis’ wife, made a plot to kill Dallarhide. 
They knew he would be at the house of Mrs. 
Marm J©nes on a certain night. Davis was to 
get him drunk and take his pistol away from 
him and the Hanna boys were employed to 
kill him. 

Davis succeeded in getting him drunk, se- 
‘ cured hig pistol and sent word tothe Hanna 
boys, who were waiting near by. But he 
claimed he was not present when the killing 
occurred. The Hanna boys denied the killing 
and were acquitted for lack of evidence. 

Da vis was tried last August, convicted and 
sentenced to hang on Oct. 6, but Gov. Fish- 
back granted hima respite and the execu- 
tion was postponed until to-day. 

Davis seemed perfectly indifferent all 
along and said he preferred hanging to a life 
sentence in the pen. He is a young man. 
One of his brothers, it is said, was hung at

THE COTTON CROP. 


Government Report on the General Con- 
dition—Capital News. 


WasHincTow, D. C., Nov. 10.—The cotton 
returns of the Department of Agriculture for 
the month of November does not indicate a 
high rate of yield, but point rather toa di- 
minished harvest as compared with that of 
1892, which was less than any in the last 
decade. The causes of the light yield have 
been heretofore reported, namely: 

Drought, excessive moisture in some sec- 
tions and the ravages of the insect enemy of 
the plant and other causes. Local estimates 
vary in range from one-fourth to three-quar- 
ters ofafullcrop. Weather in entire cotton 
belt has generally been favorable to picking, 
and the department is advised that a large 
part of the crop has been secured and a 
considerable portion marketed, 

The indicated yleld, as averaged from the 
country estimates, apparent errors being 
eliminated, averaged 148.8 pounds per acre, 
distributed by States as follows: Vir-

Claim That Asphalt Has Proved a Pall - 
ure in Their City—The Visiting Alder 
men and Officials Get Information at 
the City Hall About the Materials 
\. Used in Streets Here. 


A delegation of twenty aldermen and city 
officials from Minneapolis, headed by Mr. 
Joseph L. Kiichli, President of the Council 
and Acting Mayor, arrived here this morn- 


ing, and after registering aod breakfasting 
at the Laclede visited the City Hall. The 
main object the gentiemien had in view was 
to obtain information relative to the cost, 
durability, ete., of the various pavements of 
St. Louis. 

Asa meeting of the Board of public Im- 
provements was being held at the time the 
delegation was invited to attend, and Street 
Commissioner Murphy addressed the mem- 
bers at some length. He described tne kinas 
and cost of the different pavements in use 
and answered anumber of questions aske 
in relation to them. . 

They were very particular in their inquiries 
as to the experience of the city with vitrified 
brick pavements. As but one piece of this 
kind of pavement had been put down and it 
proved unsatisfactory, but little light could 
be thrown on this subject. The street Com- 
missioner thought it had not been given a 
fair trial and that the brick laid were defect- 
ive. He thought the board would recom- 
mend the use of the pavement for many 
alleys and some side streets of the 
city. An informal discussion 


lowed, after which the delegation 
thanked the board and went to the 
second floor to pay their respects to the 
Mayor, 

Here a quiet smoke anda general conversa- 
tion was induiged in for fifteen or twenty 
minutes. The gentlemen then went to 
the Street Commissioner’s office where 
Capt. Macklind, Superintendent of 
Streets, gave them an informal 
talk answered many uestions. 
The members of the delegation are Joseph L. 
Klichli, President of the Council]; Alderm 
Long, Ingenhutt, Jennings, Loye, Wood- 
ward, McGuire. McAllister, Schwartz, Roll- 
ings and Peterson; City Clerk Charles F. 
Haney, Building Inspector John A. Gil- 
man, and city officials Snyder 
Gaylord, Marr, Cramer, Schumpick and 
Skinner, Mr. W. G. McMurchy, a representa- 
tive of the Minneapolis Times. accompanied 
the party.

The relatives who did attend requested 
that the inquest be conducted privately,and 
the request was granted. In accordance 
with the fa cts Deputy Coroner Rohlfing ren- 


dered a ver dict of suicide due to aberration 
ofthe mind, superinduced by the physical 
condition incident to the age of the deceased. 

Mrs. M. J. Obear of 2108 Lafayette avenue 
was the first witness. She said she was a 
sister of the deceased and that the latter was 
45 years old, a native of Missouri and a resident 
of St. Louis for forty-two years past. For the 
past seven months,“ said Mrs. Obear, de- 
ceased has been in a very nervous con. 
dition. This was due 1 * — and 
many sleepless night my 
sister about 12:30 on Nov. 9. * ee her very 
much excited and depressed. She sald that 
a fire was running up and around her back 
and that she was possessed ofa demon. We 
had suspicions of. her sanity for the past 
month. She said that blessings had been 
offered her, but in her ignorance she had 
refused to accept them; that she was lost 
and there was no ho for her. I left 
her house a few minutes after 1o’clock, and 
she promised me she would come to my 
house, but she said: If Idon’tcome don’t 
be worried and don’t pray for me. Some, 
thing terrible and dreadful will happen. 
This she had often said before, sol did not 
pay much attention. She was much troubled 
about her spiritual welfare, About 8 p. m. 
the same day I was preparing to goto her 
house, when the door bell rang and a 
gentleman carried the message that my sis- 
ter had committed suicide. I hurried to her 
33 and found an officer in charge. 

. J. Brunaugh of 2882 Lafayette avenue 
testined that about 2:30 p. m. yesterday 
Emily, the 8-year-old daughter of the de- 
ceased, had come to her and said:. Mamma 
has murdered nerself. I found the house 
locked and climbea through a window 
and coming up-stairs found mother 
hanging between the door.’’ I at once 
went to the house and round the body of Mrs. 
Clopton hanging from the transom. Her 
throat was cut nearly across. There was 
blood on the stand and the razor was lying on 
the dresser. Icalled an omcer and a physi- 
cian, but when the latter arrived he pro- 
nounced her dead.’’ 

Mrs. Clopton, who was a wife of William 
H. Clopton, the well-known attorney and a 
prominent candidate for District At- 
torney, was a Miss Bryan before 
her 1 and a member of 
a prominent family Recently her mind 
seems to have nese affected on the subject 
of religion,.and yesterday afternoon while 
her husband, her two children and the ser- 
vant were out of the house and she was 
alone, 
fastened toa transom over one ofthe doors, 
and also cut her neck with a razor. She was 
a caltured and highly-respected lady, 

Mr. L. Sheldon, speaking of the case, 
said: ‘*There is something awfully sad about 
the death of Mrs. Clopton. A case of that 
kind ought not to be called suicide, It 
should be looked upon just as sudden 
death from heart disease, and her friends 
should think of it in that way. We who 
knew her esteemed her highly. She wasof 
a deeply religious nature, and always think 
ing about the subject. She came to me some- 
times for guidance and help in such 
matters, as I presume she went to several 
other clergymen. But I never discussed such 
matters wih her, and discouraged her from 
bringing them up. The Ethical Society 
has nothing to do with speculative 
metaphysics and also absolutely nothing 
to do with Spiritualism, The latter teacbing 
is fostered by the Ethical Spiritual Associa- 
tion, which ts an entirely different organiza- 
tion. The Ethical soclety works for practical 
religion and encourages study of ethics and 
not metaphysics or theology.

She wanted enlightenment, and I found 
I could not help her. But I thought of her as 
a noble woman, and as one of her 
acquaintances, mourn her loss and shall 
think of heras passing away by a natural 
death, simply a disease of the brain.
